He must regard our 
troops as robbers and land pirates as weil 
as murderers, and if the other declaration 
that he made after half a dozen States had 
seceded, and war had commenced, was 
sincere, he must regret that his own supine- 
ness and that of his friends for permiting 
this great battle to be fought.

The feeling of the world is shocked by 
the cruelties and atrocities practiced by the 
Confederates in this war. And yet no per- 
son ¢hould be surprised who has read the 
history of slavery in other lands, or has 
much knowledge of human nature. No 
man can. hold his fellow man in chains, 
without at the same time riveting fetters on 
his own highest powers and best impulses. 
No man can be the master of his brother, 
deny bim his equal rights, and rob him of 
his just due, without at the same time 
striking down his own sense of right and 
stifling his own generous and best feelings. 
Slavery makes men tyrants, without pity, 
love, or fear. And whenevera slaveholder 
has his schemes thwarted, or men rise be- 
tween him and the satisfying of his ambi- 
tion or lust, the fierce, cruel and relentless 
manner in whith he fights,shows how en- 
tirely slavery strikes down-and tramples 
under foot a}! that is highest and noblest in 
humag mature. 

And not only is it true that no man can 
resist Ure temptations to violence, merciless 
passion, and unbridled lusts to which his 
position a8 master exposes him; but it is 
the universal case tha} the ruling class by 
degrees come to possess and exbibit in their 
lives the marked and prevailing moral fea- 
tures of the people they have enslaved. 
There is a subtle sympathy and power

No barrier of rank or caste can at all

If men and women associate 
together in life, whatever may be the rela- 
tion which unites them, master and slave, 
or any other; however greatly they 


or intellectual culture, they finally come 
to be all alike in moral qualities. Virtue 
end piety will either transform vice and 
wickednes® into their image, or the latter 
will mould the former into their own vile 
liken ena. : 

There is much said of Christianizing the 
African by slavery, but not enough spoken 
ot barbarizing the American by the same 
peculiar institution. Which process is 
really going on in the slave States with 
most succesa, would perhaps be difficult to 
estimate; bot both are plaiiily at work. 
The African is being made a Christian, 
not by slavery, bat in spite of it; and the 
master is learning barbarous practices and 
habits, because there is not restraining 
grace enough left in a Gospel which preach- 
es Slavery to hold him back. It seems to 
be the decree of Heaven that the negro 
should be brought to our land that he might 
dwell under the influences of a higher civ-

thanks to our Heavenly Father for these inestima- 
ble blessings, that they then and there implore 
spiritual consolation in behalf of all those who 
bave been brought Into affliction by the casualties 
and calamities of sedition and civil war, and that 
we reverently invoke the Divine gaidauce for our 
national councils, that they may speedily result 
in the restoration of peace, harmony and equity 
throughout our borders, and hasten the establish 
ment of fraternal relations among the countries 
of the earth. A 
In witness whereof I have hereunto set my 
hand, and cansed the seal of the United States to 
be affixed. Done at the City of Washiagton, this 
‘1th day of April, in the year of our Lord 1888,

A SUBLIME NIGHT SCENE. 
OCCUPATION OF TIPTONVILLE 


The Pittsburgh Runs the Blockade 
(From our own Correspondent } 
Near Istaxp Bo. 10, April 7, 1863. 

Last night was one of fearful anxiety to all 
on board the fleet. The success of the Coron- 
delet in running the biockade on Friday night 
bad convinced the Commodore of the propri- 
ety of attempting it once more, Upon this 
occasion, the Pittsburgh, Capt. Thompson, 
was chosen. Late in the afternoon she coaled, 
and after dark commenced her preparations for 
the eventful and hazardous voyage. The night 
was moet auspicious, and by a singular coin- 
cidence similar in character to that upon which 
the Carondelet went through. About mid- 
night the moor went down lato a dark bank 
of clouds. Distant flashes upon the horizon, 
and the low rumble of thunder, prophecied 
the edvent of another storm. The clouds piled 


commenced raining. At two o'clock, the 
Pittsburgh hauled out in the stream, every 
light extinguished, poff’ closed, and having ia 
tow two barges of hay and one of coal, which 
served a8 an excellent protection to her ex- 
posed broadsides. I watched her as she 
floated by ua, visible only for a minute, seem- 
ingly like some black phantom of the night. 
The next minute she had disappeared in the 
darkness, but I could still trace her course by 
the black streamers of smoke pouring out from 
her chimneys. Onward she made her way to- 
warde the Kentucky battery, spiked a few 
nights since. Eagerly we watched and listened 
for the sentinels alarm. She glided past it 
without being observed, but a moment after- 
wards the ring of musketry told that she was 
discovered. Single muskets answered all 
slong the line of the main shore, and 
from the Island. Lights gleamed onc after 
the other, and we knew then that the 
whole force were at their guns. There was a 
mysterious eflence, which only made us the 
more anxious. It wassoonbrokena. A bright 
flash gleamed in the darkness and the next in- 
stant came a savage roar, announcing that the 
ball was opened.

We chronicle another bloodless victory to 
our arms. Tiptonville is now occupied by our 
victorious forces. Two thousand prisoners 
are ours—three thousand more will be taken 
to-day. They are hemmed in on every side. 
Notan avenue of escape is left them. An 
immense quantity of commissary stores, 
tents, ammunition and guus are captured, 
To God and Gen. Paine be the glory ! 

Let me briefly record the history of this 
achievement, premising that I use the first 
pereon because J] accompanied the expedition, 
and was a personal wituess and participater 
ot the incidents recorded. I! was expected 
on Saturday night (that the column would 
move, but some insurmountable delay having 
arisen in the transit of the bayou, this was 
deferred. At three o'clock ia the morning, 
during the height of a tremendous thunder 
shower, an adjutant from General Pope's 
quarters visited the headquarters of the divis- 
ion and ordered immediate preparations for 
amarch, The regiments were aroused, hur- 
tied toilets were made, a cup of cotive taken, 
and with our havereacks filled with bits of 
meat, crackers and cheese (we were ordered 
to take two days’ rations only) we quickly 
meunted, and at seven o'clock we were ou 
the road to the upper fort.

The whole numbering three thousand men 
left the camp of the United States forces near

When about half way across, 
the transporte were signalled to stop, anda 
dispatch was received from Gen. Pope that 
Isiand No. 10 was evacuated, This informa- 
tion was received with cheers and shouts of 
joy. The fleet got under way and made for 
Point Watson, three miles below Fort Thomp- 
son, where the enemy had located his batteries, 
The gun boats had industriously shelled the 
point since daylight, the batteries were silenc- 
ed, and there was no eign of rebel occupation, 
except a burning building some distance in 
the rear. The Emma first reached the bank, 
and I leaped ashore and made for the rebel 
fortifications. These consisted of entrench- 
ments extending from the river bank back 
about twenty rods, and enclosing an area of 
nearly an acre. In the centre was the battery 
mounting a 64-pounder rified gun, and two 
24-pounder howitzers. These were dismount- 
ed and spiked, and the trees, houses, and 
fences showed the fearful havoc accomplished 
by the Carondelet’s gums. The rebels had 
abandoned their position, and while the 
column was being formed, they could be seea 
revuleg for the woods in the distance.

THE BATTLE AT PITTSBURGH 


OUR FORCES DRIVEN BACK ON 


Buell Arrives and Turns the Scale 
off Battle, 

GREAT VIOTORY ON MONDAY.

Signal Bravery of Chicago Ar- 
tillery. 


(Special Dispatch to the Chicago Tribuane.} 
Carmo, Friday, April 11, 1802, 
Our reporter has just arrived from Pitts- 
burg, and furnishes the following : 

The attack commenced about daybreak Suan- 
day morning. Taylor's Battery and Water- 
house’s Battery opened the fight, supported 
by the 234 Illinois on the right, the 77th 
Ohio supporting the left of Taylor's, and the 
58d Ohio supporting the left of Waterhouse’s 
These regiments belonged to Sherman's divi- 
sion, occupying the extreme right. Both of 
the Ohio regiments ran—the 77th without fir- 
ing a gun—leaving Waterhouse without sup- 
port. He fought half an hour, however, re- 
treating with only three guns. Oapt. Water- 
house was wounded in the thigh by a Minie 
bullet, but not fatally. His battery was very 
badly cutup. His First Lieutenant, Abbott, 
wae slightly woundea in the shoulder, with 
Chandler and Woodward, and five gunners 
were also wounded. 

Taylor continued the fight, supported 
splendidly by the 22d Illinois, until he and 
his support were outflanked on both sides.— 
He then retreated through a cross fire, having 
but one man killed and seventeen wounded. 


He lost 12 horses, his forge and battery wag- 
ons. 


Meantime Waterhouse, with his three guns, 


took up a seedhd position, supported by the 


second brigade of McClernand’s division, 
Marsh commanding, co 


and 648th Iligdis.— 


MeClernand ordered an advance. They ad- 


vanced 100 rods and came in sight of the reb- 
ele, and here commenced one of the most 
fiercely contested engagements of the day, 
resulting in the repulse of the enemy, who 
were driven back through our encampments, 
The enemy met strong. reinforcements and 
our ammunition being out retired. Another 
brigade took our place, but were compelled to 
retreat until within halfa mile of the river; 
‘at that time our artillery and gunboats open- 
ed fire, the latter causing awful slaughter. 
The enemy were occupying our camp and the 
gunboats threw shell over our heads, and the 
ground in every direction was literally filled 
with rebel slain. 


When Taylor's battery took up their second 


position, it was upon the parade ground of 
the first division. The rebel battery took po- 
sition about eight hundred yards in their 
front, resulting in a splendid artillery duel, 
which silenced thie rebel battery and blew up 
their caiseon. Our boys set up a shout which 
fairly drowned the musketry. Taylor's bat- 
tery, after that, were ordered in the reserve, 


The left wing, with Prentiss on the left of 


Sherman, were drawn back parallel with the 
right. The gunboat firing was kept up all 
night. 


Poor Carson, the scout, was killed about 


sunset, He had just come across the river 
with intelligence that Buell was crossing. He 
reported to the comiianding General, stepped 
back, and that instant his head was shot off by 
acannon ball. 


Several Mississippi regiments, who had ar- 


rived Saturday night at the rebel camp,double- 
quicked to the battle-ground and were imme- 
diately repulsed. 


Col. Hicks of the 40th Illinois is badly 


wounded, but not fatally. Lieut-Colonel Kil- 
patrick, 14th Illinois, killed; Liewt-Colonel 
Ross, 32d Li"inois, wounded, dangerously. 


Col. David Stuart!'was wounded through the 


left chest, but in spite of his Sargeon’s re- 
monstrances, he went back upon the field.

living, with faint hopes of recovery.

wounded four times, not fatalf¥; but kept the 
field until ordered off. 


Col. Haynie was also wounded. 
Gen. John McArthur was wounded in the

Dr. Roscotton of Peoria, brigade surgeon, 


was seriously injured. Dr. Young, 48th 
pois, was wounded in the head; Frank W, 
Rielly, assistant surgeon 48th Illinois, had a 
Minie ball shot through his leg, but his 
wound js not futal. 


SECOND DAY. 
The attack was commenced by Lew. Wal- 


lace’s division, who had come up in the night 
from Crump’s Landing, on the enemy’s left. 
The enemy fought with bull-dog courage, and 
were driven back inch by inch, hotly contest- 
ing the ground. Six of our batteries were re- 
captured, and about thirty of the rebel guns 
were taken. A Michigan battery captured on 
Suvday was recaptured by the 16th Wisconsin 
on Monday. 


At this time Gen. Beauregard was wounded 


in the arm, in his efforts to recover their bat- 
tery. He led the attack in person, urging his 
men on with his sword. He was successfulin 
taking the battery, but it was again taken 
from bim. It was captured and recaptured no 
less than six times. Co. A, Chicago Light Ar- 
tillery, commanded by Lieut. P. P. Wood, was 
so severely handled on the first day, that they 


were only able to man three guns on Monday. 


Bot with these, after a desperate contest, they 


succceded in completely silencing and captur- 
ing a rebel battery of six guns, but they were 


compelled to relinquish it from lack of horses 
to draw the guns off. They had to take of their 


own pleces by hand. 

Out of seven men whe were drawing 
one five were struck down, two killed and 
three wounded. There were in all two killed 
and thirty-two w 

The general retreat the enemy com- 
menced about dark, Monday. Our cavalry 
followed them up all night until their horses 
were tired. But to? the impassable condition 
of the roads (it having rained) the rout 
would have been complete, and we could have 
carried their entrenched camp at Corlath. 

This latter will be impossible, for the above 
reasons, for some days. The rebel artillery is 
superior to ours. They have some of the 
finest ordnance officers in the country. Their 
emall arms are also equal to ours. 

Our reporter places the loss of the enemy 
at 15,000 kilied and wounded, and our loss at 
10,000 killed and wounded. These will be 
found moderate estimates. The enemy have 
taken more prisoners than we. 

The Sth Iowa, Col. Geddes, were captured 
almost en masse, Gen. Prentiss, afier he was 
ceptured, eseaped and came into our camp 
alone, 

The rebels had the very flower of the Poto- 
mee army with them. Breckinridge was re- 
ported killed on Sunday. 

When our Reporter left Wednesday morn- 
ing our advance, which had been pursuing,

Great num- 
bers fied to the swamps, but were soon glad to 
surrender, raising the whole number of pris- 
oners taken here, at the Island and other 
places, to near five thousand men. Thus, 
what the rebels acknowledged to be the key 
of the Mississippi, a position strong by na- 
ture, and fortified with consummate skill and 
great expense, and defended by five thousand 
men and a hundred and twenty-five cannon in 
battery, most of thém very heavy, and 
mumbers of them rifled, was taken, and the 
whole army captured by Commodore Foote 
and Gen. Pope, without the loss of a single 
man. History will reeord it as, taken all in 
all, the most wonderful and brilliant achieve- 
ment of the war. 


from the great battle near Pittsburgh. A few 
who were witnesses of most of it have arrived, 
and «(summary of their report is as follows. 
they ay differ somewhat from the first re- 
porte sent you: 

The Federal army wae posted between two 
streams, about four miles apart, that ran into 
the Tennessee nearly at right angles to it, 
about two miles each from Pittsburgh. The 
left front was commanded by General Pren- 


in his rear was General Sherman wi'h 
his division. The right front was held by 
Gen. McClernand, with Gen. Smith In his rear. 
Gen. Hurlbut was in the center, somewhat in 
the rear of the frontline. Beauregard attacked 
Gen. Prentiss’s division at 4 o'clock on Sun- 
day morning, surprising them and driving 
them and Sherman’s corps near the river till 
protected by our gunboats, and taking Pren- 
tiss and two regiments prisoners. While 
driving in Prentiss and Sherman, a large force 
of the enemy got im the rear of Gen. McCler- 
nand’s division, completely cutting it from 
the mainarmy. Gen. McClernand put himself 
at the head of his troops, and cut his way 
tbrough the rebel hosts, aad rejoined the army. 
The fight had now become desperate, and 
General Grant assuming command, the enemy 
was driven back, and the federal forces occu- 
pied at night nearly the same positions they 
did in the morfiing. The fight lasted fifteen 
hours. 

During the night General Lew Wallace 
came up from Crump’s Landing with nineteen 
thousand troops, and im the morning the 
battle was renewed with great fury. Neither 
party seemed disposed to yield, and between 
0 and 12 the fight was terrific. Soon after 
noon, Gen, Buell had crossed the Tennéssee 
and attacked the enemy in flank with 40,000 
men, and the rout soon became general, 
Buell pursued with twelve thousand men, 
mostly cavalry, and the last rumor was that he 
bad taken Corinth. 


via Fort Hewnr, April 9-8. a. 
One of the greateet and bicodiest battles of 
modern days has just closed here, resulting in 
the complete rout of the enemy, who sttacked 
us at daybreak on Sunday. The battle lasted 
without intermission during the entire day, 
and was again resumed on Monday morning, 
and continued until 4 o’clock In the afternoon, 
when the enemy commenced their retreat and 
are still flying towards Corinth, pursued by a 
large force of our cavalry. 
The slaughter on both sides is inimense. 
We have lost in killed, wounded and missing 
from 8,000 to 12,000. That of the enemy is 
estimated at from 10,000 te 15,000, 
It is impossible in the present confused state 
of sflairs to ascertain any details. I therefore 
give you the best account possible from obser- 
vation, having passed through the storm of ac- 
tion during the two days that it raged. 
The fight was brought on by a body of 300 
of the 25th Missouri (Union) regiment, of 
General Prentiss’ division, attacking the ad- 
vance guard of the rebels, which were sup- 
posed to be the pickets of the enemy, in front 
of our camp. The rebels immediately ad- 
vanced on General Prentiss’ division on the 
left wing, pouring volicy after volley of musk- 
etry, and riddling our camps with grape, can- 
ister and shell. Our forces soon formed into 
line and returned their fire vigorously, and 
by the time we were prepared to receive them, 
had turned their heaviest fire on the leh and 
centre of Sherman's division, and drove our 
men back from their camps, and bringing up 
afresh foree, opened fire on our left wing 
under General McClernand. 
This fire was retarned with terrible effect 
and a determined spirit by both infantry and 
artillery along the whole line, for a distance 
of over four miles. 
~~ General Hurlbut's division was thrown for- 
ward to support the centre, when a desperate | 
confliet ensued. The rebels were driven back 
with terrible slanghter, but soon rallied and 
drove back our men in turn. From about 
nive e’clock, the time your correspondent 
arrived on the field, until night closed on the 
bloody scence, there was no determination of 
the result of the struggle. : 
The rebels exhibited remarkably good gen- 
eralship; at times engaging the left with ap- 
parently their whole strength, they would 
suddenly open a terrible and destructive jire 
upon the right or centre. Even our heavsst 
and most destructive fire on the enemy “Tid 
not eppear to discourage their solid colamas. 
The tire of Major Taylor's Chicago Battery 
raked them down In sCores; but the smoke

The most desperate firing took place late in

Senator Wiison’s Fugitive Slave Law.

Mr. Wilson's fugitive skive law provides for - 
the issuance by the District Judges or Com- 
missioners of the United States Circuit Court, 
upon petition verified by the oath of the 
clulmant, of warrants for the arrest of an al- 
legcd fugitive, for his examination by the 
Judges or Commissioners, or for the return of 
the warrant in a place apart and in presence 
only of lis counsel. If the fugitive, afer be- 
ing cautioned or informed of the provisions of 
this whereby he has « right to trial by jury 
and freedom from risk, shall plead ‘guilty,’ thea 


ries of the district and safely deliver him to 
the petitioner, But if the plea is “not guil- 
ty,” the alleged fugitive may act upom the 
defense of law or fact under indictment at 
Common Lew, and shall be tried within forty 
days, by a jury. As in cases of other indict- 
ments, judgments may be reversed, if affirmed 
in Circuit Courts upon a writ of error. Be- 
fore the issuanec of any order for the surrea- 
der, the claimant must establish his loyalty, 
past and present. The Marshal is required te 
accept bond with sufficient sureties for the 
value, in the State whence the fugitive escaped, 
for the appearance of the fugitive, from time 
to time. The Commissioner's fee is twenty- 
five dollars.

POR THE BALIZE! 

We know nothing of the intentions 
of the forces under Gen. Pope and Com- 
modore Foote, as to the future; but we 
are mistaken in the men and in the impel- 
ling power of their glorious achievement 
at Island No. Ten, if our readers do 
not soon hear the thunder of their 
guns at Fort Randolph, sixty-five miles 
above Memphis, if there is any enemy 
there to thunder at, or at Memphis itself, if 
the rebels choose to make a stand at that 
point. The strategy of these commanders 
is in fighting, and ears will not be obliged 
to listen long before they catch the sound 
of their strategetical endeavors. 

We are assured from below that the prob- 
abilities are that Fort Randolph will make 
but a feeble resistance. It is said by pris- 
oners that all but nine guns were brought 
away from Randolph to strengthen the 
fortifications at the Island, and that the 
place is held only with the hope that the 
gunboats and land forces will be detained, 
by the exigency on the Tennessee, from 
making an attack. The exigency has not 
- occurred, and Randolph will be occupied if 
it is abandoned; it willy be compelled to 
surrender if it resists. 

At Memphis, the fgrtifications on the rivj 
er side of the town are of no importance. 
Fort Pillow, a few miles above, is strong, 
and Fort Harris, still further up, is thought 
to be well defended. But if we are suc- 
cessful at Corinth, the garrisons at both 
these places must run, and the military au- 
thorities at Memphis will also be com- 
pelled to make haste to get awag Ii is 
not improbable that the work which Com- 
modore Foote and Gen. Pope have laid out 
for themselves will be done for them be- 
fore they can arrange the details of attack.

THE REBELS KNOW ALL OUR MOVEMENTS. 

New York, April 11.—A letter from Balti- 
more to the New York Herald says the ac- 
counts of the progress of affairs at York- 
town which bave reached this city throuch 
channels believed to be reljable, differ 
materially from the accounts furnished 
by the Government. It was known at 
Richmond when a portion of the Union 
army of the Potomac moved from Manassas to 
Washington. It was known there when the 
corpse de armee landed and were assembled 
Fortroes Monroe. It was known there when 
Gen. McClellan and staff arrived at the 
Fortress, and it was known there when the 
march on Yorktown commenced, and the 
number of troops Gen. McClellan had where- 
with to make the attack. These facts con- 
vinced the Confederate Government at Rich- 
mond that their hour was come unless they 
took instant measures to resist the march of 
Gen. McClellan. 

The fortifications of Yorktown were all that 
could be desired, bothas to strength and arma- 
ment, but General Magruder had as yet only 
thirty five thousand troops. The withdrawal 
of euch a large number of Union troops 
from Manaseas rende it unnecessary to 
keep the main body of the army of the Rap- 
pahannock along that stream, and from that 
army accordingly, General Magruder 
has been largely reinforced. Troops have 
been arriving at Yorktown, from Richmond 
and Gordonsville, every day for the last week. 
It is believed that Gen. Johnston and Jeff. 
Davis are both at Yorktown, and that Gen. 
Jobneton is in command. The number of 
rebel troops there cannot be less than one 
Lundred thousand. 


LATE ACCOUNTS BY MAIL. 


The Balleen Reconnoissance on Sun- 
day~-Our Artilleristse a Ss 
shooters--G unbeats on Vork Biver. 


{Correspondence of the Philadsiphia Inquirer} 
Near Yoretown, Sunday, Apri! 6. 

The most important feature of the day has 
been the balloon ascension, which, in point of 
importance to the Government, has been one 
of the grandest balioc: reconnoissances ever 
made. The firet ascension was made at five 
o'clock in the morning, and then and there the 
porition and strength of the enemy were as- 
certained for the first time. Sabsequently re- 
connolsances of from one to two hours were 
inade and important information gained. 

The fortifications of the rebels are of the 
strongest possible character, and sweep an ex- 
tent of country of seven miles, extending 
across the peninsula from the York to the 
James rivers. Behind these fortifications they 
have a large reserve force, so that the entire 
strength of the rebels at this point is rated at 
from twenty-five to thirty thousand men. 
Their forts are mounted by guns of the heavi- 
est calibre, and some of them are of a contin- 
uous character for miles, being connected by 
earthworks. The heaviest chain of forts 
are on the west, although those on the 
the North—the point from which. the firing 
was first commenced on Saturday—are suffi- 
ciently formidable to resist a powerful attack. 
There are other minotie these forts in 
possession of.our officers, which it is not 
proper to make known at present. Saffice it 
t~ say that througk the means of the balloon 
ascensions, made yesterday, every information 


is in our selon of the design and inten- 
tion of the rebels. 
Gea. M der issued a prochkmation to the 


soldiers of the rebel army on the 2th ult. He 
states that the enemy is upon them, and that 
his numbers is far superiortotheirs. He ad- 
vises them to fortify themselves in every . 
sible place, and to contest every iach of 
ground. Three days’ rations are to be cook 
and baked biscuit are to be carried instead o 
flour. The fight, he anticipates, will take 
place on Warwick river. Inconclusion he ad- 
vy ses them to fire low. 

Heavy firing, probably proceeding from our 
gunboats bas been heard on the river al! day. 

John T. Quigg, correspondent of the New 
York World, captured a rebel, supposing him 
Bim to be the one who shot the Lisutenaat 
from Maine. He was taken to headquarters. 

Gen. Hamilton had his horse knocked from 
under him on Saturday. The horse was killed 
and the General eseaped injury. 

A cireuler, issued by the rebels, was found 
by one of General Hamilton's aids, The pur- 
port of it was a full description of the pres- 
ent onward movement, with all the details; 
also, Gen. Magruder’s plan of defeating the 
Union programme. he enemy must have 
received this information from a high source, 
several weeks ago, or they could not have go’ 
the circular out 60 80vn.

From Jacksonville, 
Geertilas Hovering About—Terri 
Fate of Federal ets. ~ 


(Correspondence of the N. Y. Tribune of Monday.]} 


Ex-Gov. Moseley of Florida was one of the 
few citizens remaining at Pilatka when it was 
first visited. His sentiments seem to be much 
the same with those of the people of Jackson- 
ville at the time of its occupation—dislike of 
the rebel government, loyalty to the State, in- 
difference to the Union, but ready to welcome 
ite protecting force. Many of the inhabitants 
of Pilatka bave returned to the town. They 
represent that they fled because they had been 
made to believe that, if they remained, they 
would be indiscriminately murdered by the 
Union forces. Here, as elsewhere, the steady 
stream of lying flowing from all rebe! sources, 
had poisoned the public mind. 

People were also returning to Jacksonville 
in considerable numbers, and Union feeling 
is thought to be rapidly spreading. A guer- 
illa force hangs about the city, and seven com- 
—— of what are called regular volunteer 

roops are between Jacksonville and Lake 
City. A picket of seven soldiers stationed at 
some distance from the nearest camp, was at- 
tacked last week by the rebels; two were 
killed and five wounded and taken prisoners, 
only to meet a worse fate than instant death. 
| From information which I am told by an offi- 
cer is considered trustworthy by Gen. Wright, 
it is known that these five wounded n- 
ers were wurdered Ip cold blood by their fe- 
rocious captors. They are said to have been 
to trees, and were made the targets of 
| these rebe! savages, who bought the eivilege 
| of torture and assassination at a n sum 
for every shot. 

A later arrival from Jacksonville brings the 
information that rebel troope are approachi 
the town in greater numbers, and that a sys- 
tem of annoyance by gaerilla warfare ts evi- 
dentiy to be persisted in. A regt- 
ment of Mirsissippi Rifles, another of 
Florida troops, and an equal force of Regala- 
tors, are said to have come down from Lake 
City, and to be encamped at no great distance 
from Jacksonville. Our ae are fired on 
every vight, and repeated efforts have been 
made to surprise and surround the outlying 
guards. In theuncertainty which still exists 
as to the permanent occupation of the place 
by a Union force, the inhabitants who remain- 
ed or have returned are extremely uneasy, 
and many disposed to come back are restrain- 
ed by the fear of ultimate consequences. No 
doubt if our forces are withdrawa the town 
will be burned, and all citizens
